New York, July 26.—Henry C. Mott, 
purchasing agent tor and a director of 
the American Sugar Refining company, 
w ho was a witness before the special 
congressional committee investigating 
the so-called sugar trust, declared that 
iu making purchases of sugar the com- ( 
pau.v never discriminated against any j 
planters, never “punished" auy Loma , 
iana {darnels for selling sugar to tile 
independent refiners, and never arbi-j 
trarily fixed Mie purchasing price of! 
sugar. 
After Mr. Mott had testified. Claus 
A. Spreckels 
was 
recalled to tho 
stand, wheie he identified some let- ( 
ters to he placed in evidence "And 
these are the letters," he said, “th a t, 
resulted in a break between my father 
and my brothers that lasted fifteen i 
v ears. until five years ago, when my j 
father sent for me and told me he had 
found these people all wrong, and thatj 
he had made the m istake of his life.” 
Joseph hi. Freeman, secretary of tim, 
American 
Sugar 
Refining company, 
was then recalled. He said he knew 
nothing of the alleged mutilation at 
the minutes of the American Sugar 
Refining company 
Mr. Mott, who was elec ted a direc­ 
tor following the death of H. O. Have 
rnejer, said he did much of the cor- 
res|K)ndence for Mr. Havetneyer, but 
his memory was so treacherous that 
he could not recall any of the corres­ 
pondence relative to the acquiring of 
the independents.

"Yet you used much of that l»uls- 
iana sugar in your New Orleans re 
finery and did not send it to New 
York ?”

We sent a great deal to New 
York." 
Mr. Mott said that be would guar 
ant***- id purchase in louisiana for any 
independent all the sugar they wanted 
if they paid the American's price, or 
1.32 mole and had the cash. Other wit 
Lentos had said the planters 
were 
afraid to sell to the independents be­ 
cause if they did they would be boy­ 
cotted by the American, which is the 
largest purchaser, 
Mr. Mott insisted that if there had 
been anc discrim ination against any 
*tf the Louisiana planters or boycot 
ting of any of them it had been done 
by the American Sugar Refining coni 
pony’s local purchasing agent there 
and not with the knowledge or consent 
of the company. 
“So far as I know no Instructions 
were ever given any of our refineries, 
with a total capacity of 40,000 barrels, 
to limit their prcxiuction,” he said.

Bvoret of Sueoaaa la Pure Bred Steak 
and Proper Food. 
Why more farmers do not make a 
specialty of raising swine Is a mys­ 
tery to rn*, and why more of them do 
not choose the thoroughbred Instead 
of the scrub Is still a greater mystery, 
writes a Pennsylvania hog grower In 
Farm Journal. 
It costs no more to 
feed a thoroughbred than a grade or 
scrub—ln fact, not so much—and Its 
progeny is always worth several dol­ 
lars apiece more for breeding purposes 
than those of no particular breed. 
I aim to get my spring pigs on pas­ 
ture as soon as possible. 
An acre of 
alfalfa ought to support tw enty pigs 
through five or six m onths In tho year. 
Glover will do nearly as well. 
But 
it is a good plan to provide sonic other 1 
p asture for early spring and late sum ­ 
mer 
For the spring there is nothing 
better than rye. 
Pigs farrow ed in 
M ardi can tie turned into the rye w ith 
their m others as soon as they are old 
enough to follow, an d In a few days 
will learn to e a t 
I ii the fall when the clover and alfal­ 
fa have liecome dry an d woody I feed 
fodder corn which bus not been plant­ 
ed sa t hick that It will not grow a 
large percentage of ears. 
T his I feed 
in the pens In addition to a thin slop 
of cornm eal and middlings. 
T he corn­ 
meal is fed sloppy and sparingly at 
flr-t, but gradually increased until they 
are getting nil they will clean up three 
times a day. 
I use plenty of w ater at 
first to m ake a thin slop, b u t later use 
mix enough to m ake a crum ply dough. 
I! irin g no pasture for my fall pigs I 
•lo the next l>est thing—use a substi­ 
tute. 
My experience has been th at in 
order to grow a strong, th rifty hog 
with plenty o f stam ina aud m uscle you 
have got to give him a bulky food In 
• Oma**!iou with the concentrate, the 
sam e tis you do other stock. 
I do not do as the m ajority of feed­ 
ers do feed the entire clover or alfalfa 
as I find they waste too much. aud 
I never have any to waste.
